Constable Jones first gave a 
shoit resume of the organization, 
growth and work of the R.C.M.P. 
Following a number of questions 
addressed to the speaker by the 
Leaguers, the matter of juvenile de- 
linquency arose. Constable Jones 
stressed the fact that the majority 
of present crimes are being commit- 
ted by comparatively young people. 
When their home life is studied it 
is found that most of them actually 
had none, or very little home life 
atmosphere. Parents are too busy 
gadding about, and thus overlook 
the training of their children, Bro- 
ken homes also result in a negative 
influence upon the young. They feel 
that they are being pushed around 
und as a result they become self- 
reliant to the degree of cunning 
and criminal-minded, 

Following the lecture a number 
of very interesting sound films from 
the National Film Board were 
shown, A colored movie entitled, 
“Oil for Canada,” and showing how 
Canada gets its oil from various 
parts of the world, was thoroughly 
enjoyed by all.
